THE VAMPIRE WHO TRAINED A 
TYRANT. 
O 
NE of the most dangerous women 
In the ancient world was Pop- 
paea Sabina, wife of Nero. Under her 
tutelage he emerged from youth as a 
profligate and tyrant. History shows 
that before their meeting no other 
Roman emperor ever had a better 
chance of making good on his Imperial 
Job, and none ever failed so miserably. 
When Nero came into power at the 
age of seventeen Rome was Just be­ 
coming acquainted with the luxury of 
Greece and the Orient. 
But he had 
been raised like a Spartan by his 
mother Agrippina, who made him em­ 
peror almost single handed. The rig­ 
orous discipline of his mother pre­ 
sumably should have made Nero a 
brave, simple-living man, like the Ro­ 
mans of old. 
Instead, he quickly 
turned ta luxurious ways of life. Then 
he met and loved Arte, an Asiatic 
woman. 
Agrippina forbade him to 
carry on the affair. Nero balked. He 
was emperor and not a mere boy any 
more. 
The lave affair with Acte estranged 
Nero and his wife, Octavia, whom he 
had married aaa matter of statecraft. 
Then he fell under the sway of Pop­ 
pa ea Sabina and quickly abandoned 
Acte. Poppnea also was married, but 
as mistress to Nero she chided him 
for subjection to his mother. Nero 
lost hts bead and set about doing 
whatever Poppaen bld. 
She was older 
than he, but beautiful and seductive— 
a vampire In very truth. And she meant 
to make herself empress. Agrippina 
stood In the way, and Poppnea lost no 
chance to nib salt upon the wounds 
In Nero’s pride. Her promptings led 
him to hts first and perhaps his great­ 
est crime, the murder of his own moth­ 
er. When this deed had been done, 
Octavia still remained. But not for 
long. She was banished, then mur­ 
dered. Poppnea became empress. 
Nero, a prey to excesses of every 
kind, began to verge upon madness. 
He had many of the most prominent 
men executed, Including even Seneca, 
the philosopher and tutor of his child­ 
hood. Then Borne was burned and 
the whole of the ancient world whis­ 
pered that Nero had fired It. The em­ 
peror began reconstruction on a grand 
scale and actually accomplished much 
In that way. But his race was run. 
His last supportert fell away, and 
one night the praetorian guard de­ 
serted Its post, leaving the palace un­ 
guarded. 
Nero crept awny In the 
darkness, alone. The senate met and 
forfeited his life, when he committed 
suicide, at the age of thirty-one. 
It was not Poppnea who laid him 
at rest, but the gentle Acte, who alone 
claimed bls body.

Will Be Majestic Architectural Monument

many 
designs 
submitted by 
leading American architects to the 
Woman’s 
National 
Foundation, 
of 
which Mrs. C. C. Calhoun is president, 
the above drawings by Francis Bur­ 
nt!! Hoffman, Jr., and Murray Hoff­ 
man, well-known New York archi­ 
tects. lias been finally accepted by 
the architectural committee for the 
Foundation's 
new 
civic 
feminine 
home 
This will be the main build­ 
ing of a magnificent group shortly 
lo be erected in Washington, D. C , 
on a nine and a half acre site 
As 
the Foundation aims to include alt 
progressive 
American 
women, 
whether their interests be civic, lit­ 
erary, artistic or domestic, provision 


will be made for these various activi­ 
ties in the new home. 
In the main building will be the 
executive offices not only of the 
Foundation itself but of all clubs de­ 
siring headquarters in the national 
capital. Here, too, will be a theatre 
or opera house. The unique feature, 
however, of this pile will be the Ha!! 
of Remembrance, which is also to be 
the auditorium or convention hall o 
the Foundation. 
The architectural 
design here will allow for forty-eight 
columns representing the forty-eight 
states, on which will be inscribed 
names of famous women who from 
pioneer times to the present day have 
made state and incidentally national 
history. 


A second building on the Founda­ 
tion ground will include residential 
quarters for members, in whose roll 
every woman of good standing u\ 
her community can be entered ae 
a basic fee of $1,00 a year. 
Theie 
will be also a Founders* Club, to the 
privileges of which all women who 
have helped by their initial donation 
of $1,000 to bring this wonderful 
vie 
home 
within 
the 
reach 
of 
merican women, will be .entitled, 
Membership in this club will be opes 
until January I, 1923.
